Let me first express our apology for the incident which re- 
sulted in the issuance of a traffic citation for parking in a 
restricted area. You were indeed following instructions provided 
by the Agency in advance of the orientation sessions. I am also 
distressed that the matter could not be courteously settled when 
you first brought it to our attention. I apologize for an> lack 
of helpfulness you may have felt with respect to the entire epi- 
sode . 


With respect to the parking citation itself, the Agency is 
still exploring ways to make amends to you. The instructions you 
received, as well as the wording on the restricted parking signs 
are both being changed so that similar incidents cannot recur. 

As soon as we are able to take action to amend your citation 
problem, I will let you know. I certainly hope that your broader 
perspective will maintain your respect for this Organization.
